HIv electric light is new, ond y»?t is so old that 
perhaps we do not .appreciate its roarvelfous 


achievement. If we will but recall the conditions 
before it came. we shall see what a wonderful ad- 
vance it b-W; been in .the. field of applied science. 
Its nse in theatres, in scores, in show windows, in. 
street illuminations, in private as welt as public.. its 
application for lighting in' all sorts of out of the way 
corners, its divisibility into various degrees of pow- 
er, its absolute safety so long as tbe wires are prop- 
erly guarded, its perfect sanitary qualities, the prac- 
tical absence of heat and, the entire Absence of odor 
are things that make one feel that in the way of 
lighting. w« have come perhaps to the last discov- 
ery. 


Yet this light was shown \n this country for the 


first time at the Centennial exhibition — 25 years 
ago.
